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Communism Goes To 
The Scrap Heap. 

While the outside world is feed- 
ing the victims Lenin is taking the 
opportunity to drop communism 


overboard and to return to a na- 
tional policy of reconstruction 
based on capitalism. Otherwise, 
upon the desire of the individual 
to earn a living for himself and 
his family rather than to work 
for the state. He broke the news 
last week to the ninth all-Russian 
Soviet Congress. And the con- 
gress accepted the declaration, al- 
beit with growls from the die gard 
Socialist quarter. 

Precisely how the shift is to be 
made, and what means employed 
for re-establishing the business in 
the vast realm is not disclosed in 
the despatches. That likely enough 
because not even Lenin knows 
how the thing is to be done. To 
destroy is easier than to recreate. 
The Soviet system has been sue- 
cessful as a destroyer. As yet it 
has been successful as nothing 
else. The greater its success has 
been in that direction. the longer 
is the road back. And the back- 
ward road is the one that Russia 
must take if the race is to sur- 
vive. Continued communism means 
extinction. Russia is down to the 
bare necessity of making a strug- 
gle for existence. Soviet rule is 
commercial cannibalism, and the 
end of that is race suicide. 

For the time Lenin does not 
propose to abolish the Soviet sys- 
tem. If he did the Soviets would 
probably abolish im, And he 
sugar-coats the pill by saying that 
he is reverting to capitalism only 
as a temporary expedient. The 
omission and the qualification are 
unimportant. Soviet rule cannot 
continue in a country where in- 
dividualism is the Jaw and social 
order and to abolish capitalism in 
future would produce only what 
as been already produced. It is 
a safe assumption that if com- 
munism is scrapped and individ- 
ualiam re-established in Russia un- 
der any generally tolerable con- 
ditions two things will happen: 
Capitalism will remain, and the 
Soviet will go. 

Lenin’s right about face, it is 
said, was accepted by the unwill- 
ing communists in the congress 
only because they did not know 
what else to do. They hate ‘‘capi- 
taliam’’ with the passion of fanat- 
ies, but they had no alternative to 
propose. Industrial Russia is 
paralysed. Food is scaree and 
dearer year by year, aside from 
the temporary influence of the 

resent famine. Russian money 

as ceased to be a medium of ex- 
change at home or abroad, because 
it is worth go little more than the 
paper of which it is made that it 


has no proportionate value fo 
other commodities. The Prvesian
